at his bedside while Baker, who is crit- 
ically ill at his home, whispered the 
atory of his downfall. 


"Every bit of it is true," he said. "I 


fell because of the temptation I was 
constantly subjected to. The bank paid 
me $10,1)00 a year for my services. Every 
day the stock dabblers and financiers 
called at, the bank and daily told me 
of the thousands they hail won the day 
before, with scarcely an effort.

One day a man came to me and gave 
me a tip on a stock to buy. 1 took it.

«pt Interest among scientists and local 
physician?, -erarr.enf. in their 'pToVssfon, 
who regard it »s one of the most im- 
portant discoveries of recent years. 


Vr. Flexncr, who'stated that tho or- 


gantam was one of th« smallest which 
had ever be*n identified, said that in 
th« cultivation of it. the use'of a me- 
dium freed from oxygen had hepn found 
necessary dud .that because 
it could 


grow only in the-absence of oxygen it 
would never be found in blood or in any 
e.ivity containing oxygen. 
In the culti- 


vation'of 
it, tissue infected with the 


virus wns placed in a receptacle from 
which the air was dnnvn by menns of 
a vacuum pump nml under the resultant 
condition the virus was propngnted. 


Dr. Flexner, referring to a treatise by 


l>r. Rosenau, of 
Washington, netting 


forth tho discovery that infection with 
infantile paralysis was canned by the. 
stable fly, said that in his own research 
he had not hoen able to establish 'the 
fact that infection is caused by the fly, 
though he hnd no floubt that Dr. 'Rose- 
nau hud done so.

SAYS THE PROFESSOR 


Cambridge City, March 
16.—Despite 


increased wages and shorter "vrorking 
hours obtained in the past forty years, 
the American laborer is daily growing 
less contented, according to Dr. Charles 
\V. £liot, president, emeritus of Har- 
vard. 


"I have Foen a continual increase in 


wages for the past forty-live years and 
yet in all 
that 
tirno discontent has 


grown steadily." said Ur. Kliot. 
"Dur- 


ing that time tho length of the labor- 
ing day has decreased, but this has not 
tended to bring about happiness and 
contentment among the laboring classes. 


"Thero must bo somo motive back of 


all labor which will mako tho laboring 
man take special interest in his work. 
He must have something to look for- 
ward to besides tho actual daily uage 
which ho receives. Tho workman's ideu 
forty years ago was not to avoid work. 


''U'hore moro pay and shorter hours 


arc given almost constant attention the 
men are liable to corne to think of these 
things all 
tho time. 
Some of them, 


probably, are 
constantly 
thinking of 


ways by which they can do as little 
work as possible rather than ways by 
which they can do as much as possible. 
This of course has ruined tho interest 
many workmen might otherwise havo in 
their daily occupations." 


Dr. Eliot cited a profit-sharing plan 


which has been in vogue in a local fac- 
tory for a dozen years as an ideal one 
to assuage the discontent of the toilers. 


This factory employs more than GOO 


hands of all nationalities; few of them 
aro skilled laborers. On Jan. 1 of tach 
year n list is printed of tho names of 
those employes who have been in con- 
tinuous service for the previous twelve 
months. 
The men named are entitled 


to share in tho percentage of the prof- 
its of the company if they are still em- 
ployed on March 1 following.

MUCH BACKWARDNESS 


New York, March 15.—Dr. William 


Martin Kichards of 229 West Ninety- 
seventh street, who eays the backward- 
ness nf many b.irkivnrd children in the 
public schools is not due to mental 
weakWss but to physical troubles such 
as adenoids, poor eyesight and badly 
fitted glasses, spoke to about two hun- 
dred persons in the auditorium of the 
Chemistry building, College of the City 
of New York. He said the principals of 
public schools Xos. 4 and 44, in the 
Bronx, sent him last February forty 
children 
of 
three 
classes—ungraded, 


backward and delinquent children with 
whom nothing could be done in the 
schools in a disciplinary way. 
The pre- 


vious marks of these children in th«" 
different subjects were noted fnr each 
child on a sheet of paper and after six 
months their marks in these samo sub- 
jects were put down in a column par- 
allel to their first marks. 


To show the improvement in tbe pu- 


pils after 
they 
were given proper 


glasses the doctor 
threw 
upon th» 


Bcircn the records. 
One boy who had 


congenital cataract 
was 
operated on 


and the lenses of his eyes removed, 
anil hn was then fitted with tho snmo 
magnifying glass in both eyes for read- 
ing and distance. 


"With the right eye," Dr. Richards 


snid, "ho could "hot ece the largest test 
letters until ho went up within about 
live feet of them, nnd with the left 
eye lie had exactly 7 per cent vision. 
If you will look at the formula of the 
glasses that he needed you will see 
that there are fifteen sizes' difference 
in the 
strength of 
the far sighted 


lenses which ho needed in tho two eyca, 
and in addition a large amount of as- 
tigmatism in either eye with a differ- 
ent lens added for near work. 
With 


this ho hnd a little more than 40 per 
cent vision with either eye. 
There i* 


no doubt in my mind that this boy of 
nine years wan in pain excry single mo- 
ment of tho twenty-four hours, night 
and day. You will say that this is 
merely common sense—that a child cnn 
not learn his lessons unless ho is able 
to sec—and by 
making him see wo 


matin a scholar of him." 


The doctor then gave an example of 


a boy who had a headache every time 
lie studied, so that he hated to study. 
"Remove the pain and you have a boy 
who likos to study and who likes being 
a normal member of the school," said 
the speaker. He gave many examples.

The rogues' gallery of science con- 


tains a brief description of the common 
fly: 


"This musca domcstica, the typhoid, 


or, as it is commonly called, tho house 


fly, is a medium sized, grayish fly, w'itb. 
its mouth parts spread out at the tip 
for sucking up liquid substances. 
It 


breeds 
in manure and barnyard tilth 


and is found in nearly all parts of the 
world. 
It cannot bite, yet no impres- 


sion is stronger in the minds of most 
people that it actually does penetrate 
the flesh with its proboscis." 


It lavs its eggs in horse manure and 


also in the excrement of the human 
anrl 
from this habit it becomes very 


dangerous to the health of human be- 
ings, carrying as it docs the germs of 
intestinal diseases, 
such 
us typhoid 


fever anrl cholera, from excreta upon 
which it feeds to 
food that is eaten, 


and thus carried into the human sys- 
tem. 
The duration of the egg state is 


about eight hours, and the development 
of the larva and pupa ten days, mak- 
ing about eleven days for a generation. 
Thus from one egg there can be at least 
from twelve to fourteen generations in 
ono summer. 
As each fly lays about 


1"0 eggs at a time it. can be seen that 
by the time 
the 
Inst generation is 


hatched the number will reach the qitin- 
tillions. 


The body of this fly is covered with 


minute bristles, which arc usually cov- 
ered w i t h germs. 
During the buzzfng 


of the wings these germs aro blown off 
and float in the air until they cornn 
in contact with solid material, when 
they settle and generally begin to prop- 
agate. 


The Fly's Foot. 


The foot of tho typhoid fly is on« 


of the most wonderful -works of na- 
ture, and in every way plays its parl 
in the infection of any substance ovet 
which thr- fly walks by distributing th« 
germs which adhere to the pads. 
In 


these pads lies the power of tho fly ta 
walk on the ceiling or the window pnna, 
for they are covered with tho hairt 
that carry germs, and by a curious pro- 
vision uf" nature thesa hairs are con- 
stiiTitlr supplied from the pads with a 
sticky" substance* which causes the fly 
to "stick" to whatever substance it 
may walk over.

in many instances, the districting of th»

But in making Fort Wayne a flyless 


citv, this important fact must bo borna 
in mind: 
The battle against the pest 


will have to be a constant one. Rid- 
ding the city of flics this year will only 
prove that it can be done. To keep it 
done, the city will have to pursue th» 
sanie far-tics nest year, and next, and 
ncNt. 
Internal cleaning up and keeping 


at it is the price of fly annihilation.

In the very early years of the his- 


tory of Fori \\'ayn».- as a settlement and 
a. village, its government was so closely 
interwoven with that of the township 
and the county that the detailed history 
of one would practically be that of the 
others. 
In reality, aside from that of 


tho township and county, there was no 
village government for some years after 
the organization of Allen as a county, 
which was not until 1824, at which time 
the estimated population ot Uie vnug*: 
then centered around the confluence of 
our three rivers was less than 2110. 


General 4ntnon}' 
Wayne 
completed 


the occupancy of the fort here on Octo- 
ber 18, 17!)4, which was the commence- 
ment of ^the settlement ot Fort Wayne 
by Americans. 
In Ajigust of the follow- 


ing year he concluded the 
tre-ity of 


(.Jreeuvillo with the Indians, thereby ef- 
fecting the lirst agieemenl .-uiici iiung 
the occupancy by the whites of 
the 


lands in the vicinity of Fort Wayne, but 
it was a number of years before there 
were any 
actual settlers here, those 


coming being traders to carrv on M-eir 
barter of merchandise for the furs that 
the Indians gatiieltd in then hunt, iur 
the 
country 
roundabout 
here 
then 


abounded with valuable fur-bearing ani- 
mals. 


Fort Wayne remained for a long time 


merely a military post, the center of 
extensive trading operations, and it was 
not until after the war between the 
United States and Great 
Britain in 


1812-13, and the final breaking of the 
power of the Indians, that the epoch of 
settlement and home-making began in 
and around Fort Wayne. 
It was not 


rapid at first. 
In those days there 


wero no railroads, no canal, no fast 
steam crafts. 
Those who came here 


came by the slow methods of travel, and 
it was not until the twenties of the last 
century that tho pioneers of those yeais 
experienced the need of home civil gov- 
ernment, or, more accurately speaking, 
secured it. 


County Organization. 


In 1787, what was called the North 


west Territory, under the government of 
the United States, was created. It con- 
sisted of what are now the states of 
Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Illinois 
and 


Wisconsin. It was not until 1810 that 
Indiana was admitted us a state into 
the union. 


On the 17th day of December, 1823, 


the Indiana legislature passed an net 
for tho formation of a new- county which 
included within its boundaries, parts of 
what before had been in Randolph and 
Delaware counties. 
This new county 


was called Allen, named uuch In honor 
of Colonel John 
Allen, of Kentucky, 


who was killed at the battle of Kiver 
Haisin, on January 22, 1.SK1.

braced territory that was afterward1* 
given to Wells, Adanw, lluntington am 
Whitley counties, and these counties 
might to remember when they cry out 
against "Hog Allen," in the wav o?

Establishment of Courts. 


In the same year. 1824, a judicial dis 


trict was formed, consisting of Ran 
dolph, Wayne, Union, Fayette, Franklin 
Dearborn, Switzerland.

The next year Allen coun 
ty was put into another judicial dis 
triet, the Fifth, of which Marion couu 
ty and Indianapolis was a part. 


The first circuit court was held hen

Nearly two years before the organi- 


zation of the county, a land office was 
Incated in Fort Wayne.

("ijrkle. and the original plat was sur- 
veyed in August of the same year. The 
town then consisted uf I1K lots, and 
bounded by Calhoun street on the west. 
Harr street on the east. Water (now Su- 
perior) street, on the north, and Wayne 
street on the south. The first addition 
was the county addition, nnd then carne 
Taber's.

Townships of County. 


The county of Allen thus started on 


its corporate career, has grown won- 
derfully. 
Its virgin forests have been 


converted into productive farms, and it 
is now- ranked as one of the best agri- 
cultural counties in the state. It em- 
braces (J7U sijiiare miles of tcrritorv. and 
twenty 
townships. 
The 
government 


census of 1010. gave it a population of 
!>3,.'iKli. Today, in all probability, it has 
p-isscd Hie Klil.OIKI mark. 


In 1821, what is now the entire coun- 


ty, was Wayne township. In 182H. all 
that part uf it east of the junction of 
the rivers, between ranges 12 and 13, 
was formed into Adams township. 
In 


1828. large tracts in the half of the 
county were set apart as St. Joseph 
township, and four years later divided 
into Washington and Pt. Joicph town- 
ships. 
Some years later, as population 


began tu center in the respective local- 
ities throughout the county, the town- 
ships wero formed w i t h the boundaries 
as they at present exist. 


Fort Wayne is not in the center of 


the county. 
Nearly two-thirils of the 


county lies cant of it. Four townships- 
Wayne, Adams, Washington and St. Jo- 


ph. have territory within the corpor- 


ate limits of Fort Wayne.

stitute a territory twelve miles square, 
sear 1,1 the center of which this city 
ies. by far the larger part of it being 
in Wayne.

' Conn., where a command- 


ing site, sweeping the river, country, har- 
bor and Sound, has been selected. On 
this are soon to be erected the buildings 
of the Connecticut College for Women, 
which will take cognizance of the grc:it 
change in the status of women, their new 
opportunities and enlarged responsibili- 
ties. 


The project has been carried forward 


with the greatest enthusiasm and its ac- 
complishment is now within sight, al- 
though there remains much to be done 
in the way of raising money and work- 
ing out details. The idea to be carried 
out is clearly defined, nnd that is the 
most important thing in the belief of 
thjosc who are working for the establish- 
ment of this unique and much needed 
kind of college. 


Vassar,..Bryn Mawr, Welle.sley, Had- 


cliffe and Smith, as well as the co-edu- 
cational colleges, hold lo the academic 
method o£ education almost exclusively; 
that is, they remain repositories of knowl- 
edge and culture and do not lend them- 
selves fully to the training of girls for the 
kind of life that most of them are to 
lead after they leave college. Here and 
there sporadic efforts have been made 
to introduce music or applied art or a 
little domestic science, but these have 
not been sufficiently important or car- 
ried far enough to solve the problem of 
woman's preparation for the work de- 
manded of her to-day. 


It was the college women of Connecti- 


cut who were among the first to perceive 
(hi! lack in the present educational sys- 
tem and to join in the attempt lo obtain

A jew ("arts, how- 


ever, ought In be mentioned in reference 
tu our city's past, for tlu-y throw light 
on the general subject, "Fort \Vaync To- 
day ami the Interests That Make It.' 


Compared with llm cities of the east 


and some, in other sections of the coun- 
try. Fort Wayne is not an old ritv. As 
an incorporated town it has had only 
eighty-four years of municipal history. 
Less than a hundred years ago it was 
scarcely a hamlet, a military garrison, 
with the red men c,f tho forest all about 
us and the territory it now embraces 
covered with forests' through which the 
wild beasts roamed. 


In the Long Ago Years. 


For centimes before Fort Wayne be- 


gan1 ils history under that distinctive 
name ft was tho home of the 
.Miami 


tribe of Indians, how long even the best 
historical writers are unable to determ- 
ine exactly. 
Long before the foot of 


the white man pressed its soil it was an 
Indian village, known as Ke-ki-on-ga. 
the dwelling place of the Jliamis. one, of 
the braves1; of the. 1mlinn tribes of the 
great norchwest--;in heroic people con- 
cerning whom legend and history has 
given us much that is intensely interest- 
ing. 


It was :.bout the year IfiT.T that the 


white man 
first 
came 
among them, 


then, however, only as an explorer. Jt 
was the intrepid rrcnclimaii led by the 
courageous LaScllc. 
Then, some years 


afterward, came the missionaries and 
the traders, and for a long time this 
was but ;i military post, controlled at 
iirst by the French and then by the 
English. 
In I7!M 
the 
American Hag 


llouted over it. Jt was during that year 
that Uen. Anthony Wayne and his con- 
quering army came. 
Then, practically, 


began the history of Fort \Vaync as it 
is generally written 


For years afterward the permanent 


settlers were few. It was only a, mili- 
tary garrison. 
With the close of the 


war ot 1812 between the United States 
and England the emigration tide west- 
ward had its birth and in a few years 
a considerable 
frontier 
village 
hail 


sprung up about the old fort that stood 
at the foot of Last Main street, over- 
looking the rivers. 


What We Have Been. 


In 1825 something of a village organ- 


ization was formed and on .September 
7, 1S29 Fort Wayne wag incorporated 
as a town. It then had a population of 
less than 50(1. 
In IS'M the population 


had increased to SOO, ill 1S40 to I.2UU, 
in 1850 to -I,iS2, in 1SCO to 1(),31U, in 
1H70 to in.-JKO, in 1880 to 28,1570, in IS'.IO 
to li.i.OOO, and in 111,00 to 4t>,000. These, 
for the most part, are government cen- 
sus figures. The census of 1!)10 gave 
us a population of I>3,'J27. 


Since then the city has grown in popu- 


lation at .1 much larger proportionate 
rate than formerly and some months ago 
the United States government, in an ofli- 
cial statement of the census of various 
cities, placed the population of Fort 
Wayne at 72,000. 
Today it will un- 


doubtedly reach T/i.OUfl. 
Some author- 


ities place it higher. 
For population 


honors we have oulstripjpcd all contest- 
ants in Indiana, except two and we arc 
lorging ahead to the coveted position 
Unit will leave-only the capital city in 
the van. 


As a city Fort Wayne was incorporat- 


ed in 1840. I'ar the' last twenty years 
it has been governed by a city charter 
conferred by a special act of the legisla- 
ture of Indiana 
and 
ils'system has 


purged its administration of innny of 
tlie faults of earlier years. 


As Governor Now. 


l.'nder the city charter by which Fort 


M ayne has been governed since IHil.'i tho 
.changes made from the form of govern- 
ment that was in effect previouslv af- 
fected the executive as well as the leg- 
islative departments, and changed the 
duties of some of the oflieial.s, creating 
also new ollices. 


The mayor was made the head of the 


executive, departments, 
which 
consists 


of several boards. One of these wns the 
board of public works, having (he au- 
thority over and the custody of all city 
•property not belonging to the school sys- 
tem, and the execution and supervision 
of all public improvement*. 
Another 


board was that of public safety. It bus 
control of the police and lire depart- 
ments. 


The board of waterworks trustees, the 


city clerk and the municipal judge, the 
h.tter a new ollice the duties of which 
the mayor before that time had per- 
formed, were made elective. The mem- 
bers of the 
board 
of 
school tru.iluvA 


were chosen by the city council. 


The changes made, nt the time the 


new city charter,went into effect and 
some which have been made since, sys- 
tematized the work of the city in all its 
departments. 
It 
increased 
employes 


greatly, but, added lo the efficiency in the 
work done, anil, without doubt, has been 
au improvement over old methods. 


In all its departments, not including 


the schools, it requires something like 
400 employes to conduct the all'airs of 
Fort Wayne and there is paid out as 
w-ages to these employes about $270,500 
each year. There are sixty-one men on 
the police pay roll and seventy-eight in 
the city fire department.

Census Figures Show Fort Wayne Near Manufacturing Center of Country 


The United States Onsus Bureau makes 
the interesting 
announcement that 
the 


geographical center of the manufacturing industries of the nation is a point located more 
nearly to Fort Wayne than to any other city. The c*act spot is ten miles west from this 
city. H is interesting to note that the center of manufacturers is located within a' com- 
paratively few miles from the point indicatinf, thc C(.,ltcr of popll|ntion of the United 
States, as shown on the accompanying map. 
The center of manufacturing is somewhat to 


the north of thc population center, due to the fact that the manufacturing industries of 
the north are more numerous in proportion to the population than in the south, where 
vast numbers .ire employed in the cotton and tobacco fields. The center of manufactures 
is somewhat to the eastward of the center of population for the reason that a larger per 


cent of the population to the westward arc engaged in agricultural pursuits. 


I'l.'rt Wayne maintains a splendid reputation as a. manufacturing center. Three of 


ils industries alone- S. F. Bower & Co., tlr.- Wayne Knitting Mills and tho Fort Wayne 
Klectric Works—do a combined business of .$10.000.000 annually.

munity that surrounds it. not forgetting 
ilso the busy, prosperous towns that 
are within a radius of fifty miles of us.

Thc Key to thc West. 


Thc explorer when he came here aft- 


erward saw the bounty of the location 
also and its importance as a great Irade 
center. It was the gateway from the 
east to the rich country lying farther 
kVcst, and it wasn't long until his nation. 
France, had it in control, to be wrested 
years after from that government by 
the English. 


Early explorers and the emissaries of 


France called this point the key to the 
west. 
Kngland also vewed it*, and the 


eye of Washington, when president of 
tiie 1,'nited Slates, was turned on it, he 
recognized the importance, of the, loca- 
tion, and writing to Uichard Henry Lee, 
in 1781, said: 


"Would it be worthy of the. wisdom 


and attention of congress lo ha.ve thc 
western waters explored and a com- 
plete and perfect map made of 
the 


country, at least as far westerly as thc 
Miamix (the mime by which the rivers 
and 
Indian village here 
were 
then 


known), running into Lake Erie, and see 
how the waters communicate, with the 
river St. Joseph and with the Wnbnsh, 
for I cannot forbear observing that the 
Miami village points to a very impor- 
tant post for the union," 


* 
The jnnei.ion point, of the three rivers 


proved an important post to the Kngiis'; 
and the French, and it proved MI to the 
I'nitcd Stages. 
It. was the center in 


those early years of nn immense trade—• 
Ihe trade in furs, 
and 
each 
nation 


sought by every means in its power to 
hold it. It was this and the fish trade 
that were Fort Wayne's earliest indus- 
tries. 
They brought our Iirst comers, 


brought afterwards the early settlers, 
brought the mercantile, busin.-ss of pi- 
oneer times, changed the, Indinn trad- 
ing post into a home for the white man. 
and brought in the course of years tho 
canal ami the steam railroad") with their 
tremendous beneficial results. 


And the ball of prosperity, 
started 


through these influences and others that 
came later, has continued to roll and 
made Fort Wayne what it is today. 
It was the key to the west in the 
earlier days. It is s.o now.' It is more. 
If is the key to thc east, the north and 
the south, an avenue through which 
rolls the. trade of very much 
of 
the 


nation and the world.

What We Will Be. 


Tlie prophecies made converning (he 
llage at Ihe 
jinn-lion of the 
three 


rivers over one hundred years ago by 


explorers and historical writers, have 
come true. 
F'ort Wayne, is. in truth, u 


great city and it is continually grow- 
ing to be a greater city. 
1C very pass- 


ing year proves this. 
Its growth can- 


not be slopped. 
It has entered a man- 


iifacturing era that within the next 
two decades will make it a city of 12:"),- 
000 inhabitants.

Fort Warnc, the ^iimmit t.'ity, 


situated on the crest of the watershed 
that divides thc St. Lawrence and thc 
Mississippi valleys, claims by natural 
right the command of all this rich ter- 
ritory within a, radius of at lea.st 100 
miles, an it now does within a. radius of 
fifty miles and more.

is reached by an electric, railroad line.

being so much discussed, will

tlie establishment of the paper was in- 
augurated six months before, nearly so. 
when on .lauuary 18th. of that year a 
number of citizens, feeling the need 
of a newspaper in the town, agreed 
among themselves to assist in the pur- 
chase of i printing press to be used by 
Messrs. Tigar and Noel, who wcie to be 
the editors ami proprietors of the pa- 
per. 
Accordingly Henry Kudisill drew 


up a written agreement for signatures 
of which the following was a copy: 


Fort Wayne, 1ml.. Jan. 18, 1833. 


\\'e, the undersigned, agree to be- 


come surety for the amount of Five 
-Hundred Dollars ($.">(A)), to be applied 
to the purchase of a press to be es- 
tablished in Fort Wayne, Allen coun- 
ty, Indiana, by 1 igar and Xoel. It 
is understood that this is to be in- 
tended for the purchase of a press to 
be established in this place and no 
oilier purpose whatsoever; and we, 
the undersigned, to hold tile press if 
the said Tigar and Xoel should fail 
to pay it within a year. 
It was u sort of an iron-clad agree- 


ment and was signed by the following 
citizens: 
Henry Kudiuill. A. Hamilton. 


FrancU Comparet. W. U. and (.;. W. 
Kwing, L. <:. Thompson. Joseph 1 lid- 
man and Juhii .Silencer, each signer lie- 
ing careful io wrile i>|-positc his own 
name "Jiftydoliars as security." 


The purchase of the press under this 


agreement, for some reason or other, 
never matcrali/.cd. 
The why is a fact 


that has not come down in the history 
of tile newspaper. 


First Paper Issued. 


A few months afterward .Mr. Tigar 


determined to start a newspaper here, 
went to Indianapolis ami there pur- 
chased a Washington hand press and 
the material for its publication. It was 
the outfit of the Indiana State Journal 
in that city, (lie propiretora of the pa- 
per being desirous of issuing a mbli- 
cation ol larger dimensions than they 
had heretofore been doing. 
But wheth- 


er the money used by Mr. Tigar in the 
purchase was in part that subscribed 
in tlie agreement above mentioned, is 
another fact 
that 
the writer hereof 


knmveth not. 


The petting of this press and ma- 


terial from Indianapolis to Fort \Vaync 
was a big job. There wore no railroads 
then and the outfit had to be hauled 
across the country, which in those, davs 
was a task of some proportions.

Where the water was beyond fording 
denth. rafts were constructed of logs to 
carry the wagun and its contents across 
the stream and much time was con- 
sumed in making the rafts. 


Hut finally Fort Wayne was reached, 


everything arranged and every obstacle 
overcome and the lirst issue ul The Sen- 
tinel was nil off, or rather handed off 
the press. 
The paner was 21 by 28 


inches in size. 
The lirst article set up 


was the Declaration of Independence, 
and the lirst editorial was the account 
of the proceedings of the Fourth of 
July celebration held in this city two 
davs before. 


The otlice was located on the north 


side of Columbia street in a building 
which was then the Masonic hall block, 
on lot 154 in the original plat, opposite 
to where now stands the Wayne hotel. 


Editor Tigar in Control. 


Within a few months after the first 


issue Mr. Noel retired and the publi- 
cation of the paper was continued by

Wayne in the course of a yenr7'' 


The revenue 
man 
looked over his 


books for a few moments. 
Then 
hi; 


got out his pencil and began to figure 
for a while. 


"Oh, only approximate figures," the 


reporter said. 
"For my purpose they 


will do as well." 


"Well." replied Mr. Sharp, "I would 


say 
that 
something 
like 
ls.ooo.ooij 


cigars were smoked in Kort Wayne in 
the year I'.nii. 
And probably about 


1.000.000 pounds of tobacco used, smok- 
ing and chewing.'' 


"And the revenue on these amounted 


to how much?" asked tho newspaper 
man. 


"Something like $45,000 on cigars and 


$7.oi'U on smoking and chewing tobac- 
co." was Ihe reply. "That's the amount 
the smokers and cliewers paid, in that 
mannor, towp.rd the support of the gov- 
ernment." 


The amount would fall short of pay- 


ing the salary of the president of tiie 
I'nited States, but it goes a long way 
toward it. 
Vice President Tom Mar- 


shall could get his pay out of it and 
then Uncle Sum would have some left. 


If somebody wishes lo figure out in 


dollars and cents what this cigar and 
tobacco consumption costs Fort Wayne 
a year he can get out his pencil and 
paper and do so. It Isn't a hard ichool- 
boy problem. 


Manufactured In Tort Wayne. 


Of thcsi) 18.000.000 cigars that arc 


sent up in smoke each year it is prob- 
able _ that 10.000,000 are 
manufactured 


in Fort Wayne. 
Some aro sent into 


Fort Wayno from othor districts. And 
Fort AYTayne sends cigars out of the. 
city. too. 
Possibly Fort Wayne manu- 


facture* as much smoking and chewing 
tobacco 
as her people consume, not- 


withstanding the fact that much is sent 
in here. 


In this, the sixth division of the in- 


ternal revenue district, Mr. Sharp said, 
there are ten counties—Allen. DeKalb, 
Stcuben, Whitley, Lagrange and Noble, 
tho counties of our congressional dis- 
trict, and St. Joseph, Marshall, Kosci- 
usko and Klklmrt. 
In these ten conn- 


ties there aro 102 cigar factories, thirty- 
one tobacco 
factories and three snuff 


factories. The three sntilT factory's are 
at South Bend." 


Klklmrt. Warsaw, Ooshen, Plymouth 


and Angola arn about even in regard 
to_ the number of cigar factories. Fort 
Wayne leads in this respect. It is only 
the snuff factories 
located 
at 
South 


Dond that enables that city to keep 
anywhere near to Fort Wayne in tho 
tobacco 
manufacturing 
industry. 
In 


fact, there are only two cities in the 
state ahead of Kort Wayne. They aro 
Indianapolis and Kvansville. 
Thu lat- 


ter city has a big non-union factory 
Every factory in Fort Wayne is a union 
shop, only union labor being employed. 


Mr. Sharp, tho deputy revenue "col- 


lector for this division, is the field man 
for the division. He makes the circuit 
of the ton counties. His stamp deputy, 
in charge of the office here in the gov- 
ernment building, is C. M. Blue. He at- 
tends to the sale of stamps. The gov- 
ernment guager. also located here, is 
Harrison Crowoll.

JUDGE R. K. ERWIN. 


Succcssfull in the realm of law and 


fiving risen to the highcat court of 
he state by dint of hard work and sclf- 
lentcrcd effort. Judge Richard Kcnnoy 
Srwin, nsKociate judf^n of tho supreme 
jourfc of thn state of Indiana, elected 
From tho Fourth district, is known as 
ono of Fort Wayne's foremost citizens. 


R. K. Erwin was born July 11, 1800, 


in Adams county, Indiana, his parents 
Wing David nnd Mary Ellen Erwin. As 
L boy he attended the common schools 
of the community and later entered the 
M. K. college of Fort Wayne but did 
not graduate, leaingv the institution be- 
fore he attained his degree. 


At th« clone of his academic- course, 


R. K. Erwin took up tho duties of the 
pedagogue and taught school in tho 
vicinity of his home for seven years. 
During tho timn that h« was teaching 
Mr. Krwin never ceased to study and his 
entire time was taken up in educating 
himself for something better. 


In tho year 1884 Mr. Erwin was elect- 


ed justice of tho peace nf Union tnwn- 
nhip, Adams county. 
Still continuing 


his study of law, ho applied and was 
admitted to the bar of the Adams coun- 
tv circuit court in November. 1886. In

the few succeeding years he became in- 
terested in politics and having gained 
considerable* inuence ho was elected an 
representative to

While on (he bench, .Tudgo Enrin gained 
considerable eminence as a magistrate 
nnd his ability in handling the matters 
of llic court, was clearly defined as com- 
mendable. 


In the year 1907 Judgrt Erwin came to 


Fort Wayne and practiced law for five 
years, winning t)ie rcsprct of his asso- 
ciate attorneys nnd building for him- 
self the enviable patronage and list of 
friends.

August term of the court, ia the same 
year, Hon. Miles C. Eggleston, of Madi- 
son, took his seat as judge, and to him 
belongs the credit of requiring a record 
of marriages to be kept In Allen county. 


In 1842 Hon. James W. Bordcn, of 


Allen county, became presiding judge 
of the Allen county circuit court and 
held the office till 1867. 
He was after- 


wards judge of the common pleas and 
criminal court in Allen county and died 
in Fort Wayne. In 1863 James t. Wor- 
dcn became prosecuting attorney, and in 
18fif» he became judge. 
He held this 


position till 1858, when he resigned and 
the governor appointed Reuben J. Daw- 
son to fill hiH place. 


Superior Court. 


The superior court was established 


tn 1S77, with nearly equal civil jurisdic- 
tion with the circuit court, but without 
criminal and probate powers. The first 
judge was Hon. Allen dollars, who re- 
ceived his appointment from Governor 
Williams.

ing under of green crops and, in this 
way, return ns much of tho material 
they hnve taken out of the soil ns pos- 
sible. 


Fertilizers also hsve another and most 


important part which they play in the 
soils. 
Plants pass off excreta, in the 


same manner thnt nnimnls do. This ex- 
creta is a toxic, or a poison to the plant 
nnd is the cause of many fields being 
sour nnd producing much lower yields 
than originally produced. This excreta or 
toxine is neutralized, or absorbed, ns the 
ease may he, by the different ingredients 
sold in commercinl fertilizer. 


Regardless of how large yields our 


farmers may be able to get from their 
land, experiments nr?d tests have proven 
beyond doubt that by the addition of 
commercial fertilizers, the yield is in- 
creased always enough to pay for the 
cost of tho fertilizer and give n good 
profit. Good ground can always be made 
to give better results nnd larger profits 
by proper treatment, such ns the addi- 
tion of fertilizer, proper crop rotation, 
tileago, etc., in the same way that a 
good farm hand or a good employe in 
any lino of business can be made to 
give better results if the existing condi- 
tions under which he works nro im- 
proved. 
Some men cnn do twice ns 


much if they have a better mnchine than 
they can with the old machine. Such is 
Hie cnse with the ground.

Yet 
he was not satisfied with his education, 
believing all of tho timo that ho should 
be better qualified to carry out his life's 
work. 
(,'oimeqm-ntly the year following 


his graduation from medical college, Dr. 
Kruse. went to Europn to sit at the feet 
of somo of thn world's greatest surgeons 
and physicians. 


He- spent ono year In the University 


of Berlin, Hrrlin, Germnnv, where he 


spealalized 
in anatomical vivisection. 


The next' year Dr. Kruso changed from 
Berlin to the University of Vienna, Aus 
tria, -where he was a pupil of some of 
the most renowned surgeons and phy- 
sicians of Europe. 


Having given his inlnd a 
thorough 


training in tho profession that had pos- 
sessed his mind and spirit the greater 
part of his life, Dr. Kruse again re- 
turned to the city of his nativity to put 
into execution now? practical demon- 
strations of his ability. 
Immediately 


upon his return to Fort Wayne, Dr. 
Kruse was employed ut the Lutheran 
hospital as house physician, which posl- 
tiou he held with success for three years. 
In the period that Dr. Kruae was em- 
ployed at thn Lutheran hospital, he had 
many dangerous and difficult cases and 
hy -won Considerable honest eminence as 
a result of his success in surgical oper- 
ations. 


In the fall of '1011 he was nominated

ed so far from the central part of the 
city that the visitor is seldom aware of 
the fact that we have any parks, and 
It is certainly true that their location 
Is such that very many of our people do 
not avail themselves of their advan- 
tages.

Its 
mliry is, first to pay liberal wages, 
.econd, to maintain a thorough moral

lanitary arrangements. 


Anyone who may cling to a vestige 


of the idea that sweat shop conditions 
exist in all shops where girls aro em- 
iloycd will be agreeably disillusioned, 
at least as far as the Boss company is 
concerned, upon a visit to its plants in 
his city. 


Industry of Girls. 


The large sewing rooms with their 


icores of busy machines humming a 
heerful bee-like tune, over which work 
(right-eyed, industrious girls, with tho 
)loom of health on their faces and an 
nterested light shining in their eyes, 
all applying themselves with quick deft- 
ness to their tasks, presents a truly 
jleasnnt, if not, an inspiring picture. If 
ne expects to see haggard eyed, drawn 
•isuged girls with general over-worked 
appearance, one is surely doomed to 
)o disappointed. 


In fact many of the girls are pretty, 


nit the real striking feature is the fact, 
hat furtive looks of immodesty lurking 
n their faces is singularly lacking, and 
nil are apparently immersed wholly in 
':heir work. 
All of tho work dons by 


he girls is piece work and many of 
.horn earn surprisingly large wages. 


Standard of Morality. 


"We are endeavoring to surmount the 


dearth of girl help obstacle in a num- 
>cr of ways,'' said Manager Farr to a 
Sentinel reporter. 
"And we nre mect- 


ng with success. We find that by re- 
'using to hire any girl of known dis- 
putable character and by weeding out 
hose already in our employ who. v/e 
iclievo morally Inx, we arc enabled to 
ccop the moral standard encouragingly 
ligh. This is a most important point 
and we are able to assure parents that 
;irla will not be surrounded by any evil 
nfluonccs while nt work in our plants. 


This consideration, we feel, with tho 


exception of that of wages, is the most 
essential one. to be weighed in connec- 
tion with female help. \Vo find it nec- 
essary to handle this question with the 
utmost car« and study. We want girls 
who are willing to work and in retnrn 


wo guarantee them agreeable and pleas- 
ant .I'urroimdings and liberal wages.

come experienced they are paid 'en- 
couragement money" besides being paid 
for thn work finished during the course 
of instruction.

'1 heir rest room ia equipped completely 
ilnd we keep on hand at nil times a 
filled medicine cabinet containing anti- 
septics and various remedies for im-

lind this meets with the hearty approval 
of our girls, nnd in most cases is con- 
sidered better than the semi-monthly 
plan or tho cvery-other-week plan. 


Many parents, ignorant of the true 


conditions of a well equipped modern 
workshop, arc unwilling to permit their 
daughters to accept employment there, 
preferring that they work in depart- 
ment stores, etc., fnr less money, in the 
belief that such work is more respecta- 
ble. 
This is an unkind prejudice, as it 


robs the girls of the right to earn more 
money In places of just as respectable 
and 
desirable 
environments as •, the 


stores. 


Thu work at the Boss plant is not 


hard and besides teaching tho girls in- 
dustry it shows them that application 
which results in the acquirement of 
some skill bears the fruits of unusual- 
ly large returns. 


Such a work room is merely a train- 


ing school of industry. 


Process of Manufacturing. 


The process of manufacturing an or- 


dinary cotton glove is not altogether 
so dry and devoid of interest as might 
be suspected. 


In the basement is the die room. Here 


the great bolts of cloth aro given the 
first hint 'of their ultimate fate. Sev- 
eral tables 45 feet In length stretch 
across this room. On these tables tho 
lone lengths of cloth aro laid and ad- 
Justed upon a conveyor, which is op- 
erated from one end of the table. 


At this end an expert operator stands 


with a variety of dies at his hand's 
reach. 
These 
dies 
are 
great 
in 


number and represent in metal all of 
the different shapes and sizes of thn 
various kinds of gloves made. Catch- 
ing up one of the dies he places it upon 
the cloth which is laid several thick- 
nesses 
deep, and 
lowers 
an upper 


weight, causing the die to cut into tho 
cloth. 
Thus he goes back nnd forth 


across the cloth, his conveyor keeping it 
at tho edge of the table, until the long 
bolt melts away into a host of fingers, 
thumbs 
and palms. 


This is tho most important task in 


the manufacture of the gloves, because 
of the great care which must be taken 
to prevent waste and only an expect 
can operate a die. The embryo gloves 
then nre taken to the top floor, where 
they nro sewed by the busy girls at the 
machines. Each girl ia given an allot- 
ment of gloves, -which she is to aew to- 
gether and they are never compelled to 
wait for material upon which to work. 
After the sewing process thn gloves nrc 
inspected and packed awny in neat 
boxes ready 
to protect

One of the dealers esti- 


mates that there are 3,000 type writing 
machines in 'Fort Wayne. 


Two of the first professional type- 


writers in Fort Wayne were W. E. Mo- 
Dermutt. now of Chicago, and T. J. 
Logan, for many years deputy United 
States commissioner. This was in 1880 
and 1881. 
Both were engaged at the 


time tt» court reporters and did a great 
amount of legal work for the lawyers of 
the city. 


The professional typewriters, however, 


quickly and rapidly increased in num- 
ber. 
Xow there is an army of them, 


greater in number than that of the ma- 
chines, which, as already stated, is 
about 3,000. And the professional type- 
writer,

stenography 
combined, 


finds employment and commands good 
wages, for business correspondence is 
now almost wholly carried on by type- 
written methods.

After the pioneer settlement had be- 


gun Fort Wayne was a t-tnijjgling vil- 
lage for Borne years before it became a 
town. 
This. as has been stated else- 


where in this issue nf the Sentinel, was 
on. the "th nf Scpte.rnher. 1S2P. the elate 
of its incorporation as such. It was not 
until 1840 that it reached tho dignity 
of a city, the charter for its title tn thfs 
Tank being passed by the legislature nt' 
Indiana 
on 
Washington's 
birthday, 


February 22. of 1840. Hence us :i city 
Fort Wayne is now a little orer 73 vears 
old. 


At that time the city had a popula- 


tion of 2,nKO. 
The city charter pro- 


vided for the election by the people of a 
president, or mayor, as tho office be- 
came generally known, and six. mem- 
bers of the board of trustees, or com- 
mon council as it was called. The other 
offices are enumerated in thoso chosen 
in 1840 for the government of tho new 
City.

In the Canal Era Then, 


Three, years and sorno months after- 


ward, on July 4, 1843, tho completion 
of tho Wabash & Erie, canal, sections 
of which had been in operation, was 
celebrated in an imposing manner. This 
great waterway gave the little new city 
Its impetus in growth and for years it 
contributed to the city's prosperity, sur- 
rendering its life in the latter fifties to 
the sti-nm railroads, inaugurated in 1855 
by the building of the Ohio & Indiana 
railroad 
from Crestline, 0., to Fort 


Wayne.

to conduct its affairs, and that it pays 
out to those, employes as wages over

pay our hired men, from the mayor, 
who has the general supervision of the 
city's affairs, down to the employes who 
clean our streets, the men who day in 
nnd day out the year round stand in our 
places and do the work we would be 
required to do individually if a system 
of government was not in force.

Mr. Morss nerved 
two years and then in 18&fl eame Frank- 
lin P. Randall, who continued in the of- 
fice until I8G5, when Jarncs L. \Vorden 
was elected,

During 1807 and 1868 Henry Sharp 


was the mayor of the city, and then 
came again F. P. Randall, who served 
until 1874. when Col. C. A. /Collingor was 
elected, serving continuously us such un- 
til 1885, when Chan F. Muhler was elect- 
ed. The latter served until 1880, when 
Daniel L. Hardjnjf was elected. Again in 
1801 Col. Zollinger was elected. 
His 


death occurred while holding the of- 
fice, on December 28. 18B3, and Henry 
P. Rcherer. then n. member of the city 
council, wns elected by that body for 
the une.xpired term. 


In 1805 Col. C. B. Oakle.y was e.lect- 


ed mayor and in 1897 Henry P. Scherer. 
Following the latter came Henry C. Berg- 
hoff and William J. Hosey and then 
Jesse Oriee, the present incumbent.

Next to the air wi; breittho the qual- 


ity of the water that cornea into our 
homes is tho must important considera- 
tion. t'pon its purity the health of our 
people depends. Our water works sys- 
tem furnishes us with pure water and 
in quantities that is equal to tho de- 
mand. 
Jt comes from rock wells, the 


average depth of which is about 2">0 
feet. 


The water works were begun in 1879 


and the following year the lirst service 
was rendered. 
have proven a wise 


investment on tint 
part of tho eity. 


Supplying all public needs, they 
also 


give to the eity a fire protection that 
has saved millions of dollars through 
the efficiency of the city's splendid lire 
department. 
The force is eiomposed of 


paid men and when the call to service 
and to danger comes they are quick to 
respond and efficient in the discharge of 
their duties. 


Banks of the City. 


It is usual where men of wealth seek 


a city in which to invest their money 
that they ask to he enlightened on her 
banking system. They place the banks 
as the standard by which they gauge 
the worth of the eity-

History tells us that an ingenious 
inventor, a Belgium chemist, uamcd Van 
Belmont, "coined" the word "gas." He. 
like all others, was jeered and sneered 
at because he had discovered somc.thing 
new and unusually great. 


History also tolls us that tlio Egyp- 


tians burned oil lamps as early as 3,500 
years before the dawn of the Christian 
era. The oil was extracted from olives, 
«nd that it why they called it oil. Ath- 
ens and Rome next began tg uso it, 
lamps being mads of jade, gold and sil- 
ver and were very expensive,. 
Matches 


yrtn first made in 1805, so authorities 
state, but not until 1827 were they used 
In any great quantities. At that time 
64 matches sold for one shilling of Eng- 
lish money. 


Gas in America. 


Gw wai first introduced into Amer- 


ica by David Mellville, who lived in New-* 
port, R. I. This was in 1806. At that 
time hfl used it in his home.

tropolis is the much abused and seldom 
appreciated 
telephone, 
which 
today 


places the average citizen on a par with 
iiis neighbors n* a means of rapid com- 
munication. 
The. evolution of the tele- 


phone, a late product of the nineteenth 
century, is one of the marvels of au 
age studded with invention* am" appli- 
ances contrived for the benefit of man- 
kind, but 
the 
unimpressionable Bub- 


Bcribcr seldom takes t!i* fact into con- 
sideration when the monthly statement 
comes to his home or place of business. 


As a public utility, there can be no 


question of doubt but that the seeming- 
ly prosaic 
'phone" ranks close behind 


the railways and the 
postal system, 


when it comes down to serving the 
needs and requirements of the rural or 
urban resident of the United States. 


Time was when the telephone was re- 


garded in the light of a very interesting, 
but decidedly unconventional curiosity, 
but fortunately that time has -passed, 
and today its true vulue is becoming 
generally recognized and its service uni- 
versal the worlcr over. 


Slow to Gain Favor. 


The first practical demonstration of 


the telephone was given in Philadelphia. 
Pa., thirty-six years ago. and although 
its development was slow in its first 
stages, the perfection of many improve- 
ments has made it grow rapidly into 
public 
favor. 
Conditions 
considered, 


the growth of the telephone has been 
very gratifying in the middle western 
states, particularly in the city of Fort 
Wayne. 
It was some time, after the 


introduction of the telephone into Fort 
Wayne before the residents of the Sum- 
mit City realized the many advantages 
that could be derived from its use, but 
now that all prejudices and skepticism 
has been removed, it will enjoy an even 
better growth than in the past ten 
years. 


The tendency of most subscribers to 


allow the promiscuous use of their tele- 
phones to neighbors nml others is one 
vital thing that affects the entire, sys- 
tem, and greatly Increases the "busy" 
reports from tho operator. This condi- 
tion Is one, however, over which tho 
company has no control, but it serves 
to rend'er tho efficiency of its system 
luss satisfactory from the standpoint of 
the subscriber. 
Long drawn out con- 


versations, failure to bang up the re- 
ceiver and severs] other causes all con- 
spire to contribute to the relation of 
the 'person who is unable to get his or 
her "number." 
and 
invariably bring 


down maledictions upon the head of tho 
long-«un*cring operator and tho other 
employes. 


Foil to Realize Complications. 


"If even- subscriber of the telephone 


company would make it n pntnt to visit 


one of its exchanges and allow an em- 
ploye to show them the operation of 
the, switchboard a great deal of good 
would be accomplished to the mutual 
advantage of the subscriber and the tel- 
ephone company." declares a telephone 
official. 
''Ninety per cent. of. the tele- 


phono users have only a faint conception 
of how a modern 
telephone 
exchange 


looks, and therefore cannot appreciate 
the multiplicity of detail that has to bo 
observed, in the routine of,answering a 
call and completing 
the 
connection.'' 


Such n visit would no doubt prove very 
interesting to tho 'patron of the com- 
pany, and would give theta a chanco to 
note the discipline 
ana* 
machine-like 


precision that 
permeates the 
switch- 


board room. 


''If the subscT^,er could form a mental 


photograph of the routine of ,1 cull from 
the time he takes the receiver from tbs 
hook until the party called answers, 
he would be able to "save both himself 
and the company considerable trouble 
in case a mistake is made by the other 
party, or as it sometimes happens from 
trouble that might develop on the line 
at the particular moment the call is 
being made after the connection Has 
been established." 


Helps All Classes. 


The telephone, in the days of our 


fathers, a novelty even in the business 
establishments, has now come to be 
recognized as a household as wall as a 
business necessity. 
There have been 


giant strides in the development of tin- 
telephone since it was invented about 
35 years ago. Tha telephone of several 
years after the telephone had come into 
co'mraon use in business establishments 
was an entirely 
different proposition 


from the telephone of today. 


All that is changed now. You sit 


down at your desk, put tho receiver to 
your ear nnd a sweet voice says, dis- 
tinctly "Number?"

So many things enter into the pros- 


perity of a community. The prosperous 
farmer is able to cultivate his acres 
more extensively, to get more out of 
them, to raise live stock and poultry in 
addition to corn and wheat nnd tobac- 
co and the other products of the soil.
